W-2 FORMS ARE COMING... 
GET READY NOW! 


Walt Disney World cast members will 
be receiving their W-2 Income Tax 
Forms during the week of January 
23rd . . . and Cast Activities is right 
on the heels of that with a variety of 
Federal Income Tax forms and re- 
lated publications to aid you in filing 
your return this year. Here's what 
you should do to get ready: 


è First, review last years return. 
The 1978 Income Tax Form is different 
in many ways from past forms, and 
you may need to organize your pap- 
ers to back up your deductions, 
exemptions, adjustments, etc. 


è Secondly, review changes in the 
Federal Income Tax Law. There have 
been several important changes 
since last year in the laws that govern 
what counts as income, what items 
you may deduct, and how. Income 
Tax Guides explaining these 
changes will be available in Cast Ac- 
tivities for your reference. 


e And finally, set up your files. You 
should sort through your personal 
records and begin organizing these 
.. . to determine exactly which re- 
cords you have and which you still 
need. You may want to organize ac- 
cording to the following outline: 


*Income - W-2 Forms, Form 1099 
(Interest Statement) 


*Exemptions - Assemble cancel- 
led checks and other records to sup- 
port payments. Also records of in- 
come for dependents other than chil- 
dren. 


*Credits - Receipts for political 
contributions, proof of child care or 
dependent care expenses. 


*Adjustments - Itemize receipts 
for moving expenses and cancelled 
checks for alimony payments. 


*Deductions - You may divide 
your deductions into the following 
categories: 


1. Medical & Dental - Cancelled 
checks and itemized bills for treat- 
ments received, drugs, records of 
travel to get medical care, receipts 
for eyeglasses, hearing aid receipts 
along with other medical devices, 
and medical insurance records. 


2. Taxes - Receipts of sales tax paid, 
income tax returns showing taxes 
paid in 1977, records showing state 
and local taxes paid on gasoline, re- 
cord of mileage at beginning and 
end of 1977, and records of personal 
property taxes paid. 


3. Interest - Records showing mor- 
tage interest paid, interest on other 
loans, finance charges on credit 
cards and installment purchases. 


4. Charitable Contributions - 
Cancelled checks, receipts, state- 
ments of valuation for donations 
other than money. 


5. Casualty &Theft Losses - Proof of 
value of damaged or lost property 
before and after the loss. 


6. Miscellaneous - Records of Union 
dues, safe deposit box rentals, sub- 
scription to trade and professional 
journals, business-related expenses. 


In next week's EYES & EARS, we 
will carry a table for determining the 
type of Income Tax Form and related 
publications you will need for filing 
your 1977 Income Tax Return.
